1. Colonel Whits in Mo memorandum to you of 20 July 
suggested that yon might wish to coaeuli this office with 
reference to the question oi d a s l i n g with Congressional c ommit tees 
on this matter* and yon have requested our views.

~.a .Appropriations _eb committee who are not members oi the 
firmed Services Subcommittee. .Mr. McCone hss indicated to cu r 
: vo Armed Services Subcommittees that he would advise th em oi
